on alcohol, drug abuse

Most alcoholics are 
“genetically programmed” and 
usually have “psychological 
predispositions’’ to drinking, 
according to Dr, John Heckler of 
the Regional Health Center 
Mental Health Services. 

Dr. Heckler described his 
experience with patients who 
are chemically dependent and 
how he helps them before 
members of the Wilmington 
Chemical People Task Force at 
their November 12 meeting. 

His main belief, that 
alcoholism is inherited, has been 
born out in every case he's 
worked on except one, where the 
boy was adopted. According to 
Dr. Heckler, alcoholics possess 
certain chemical traits in 
common which they inherit, 
usually along with low blood 
sugar. Sons and daughters of 
alcoholics are _ predisposed 
toward drinking dnd must be 
extra careful about taking that 
first drink 

Asa psychologist, Dr. Heckler 
gets referrals from the courts, 
families, and other doctors. In 
the case of car accident victims, 
many doctors face a dilemma,

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he says. Often they're not sure if 

vietims are on drugs, drunk, or 

suffering from concussion 
When a drinker is referred to 


him, Dr. Heckler takes him 
through several important 
stages. 


First, he does an evaluation 
with the drinker and as many 
members of the family as he can 
get to come into his office. Each 
family member contributes 
some information about the 
drinker which helps him face up 
to his problem. 

There is usually “tremendous 
denial” from the drinker as well 
as from some family members, 
ranging from the habit being 
“no big deal" to being ‘‘under 
control."’ Dr. Heckler checks the 
family history for other 
evidence of drinking in the 
family. In the evaluation 
session, he said, it's important 
to put any “anger in the 
limelight” and be direct with the 
patient, rather than play games 
with him. 

Next, he “nails” the patient by 
giving a diganosis and labeling 
the problem alcoholism so that 
he can no longer deny the 
problem. The drinker has to face 
up to his problem, though he 
usually blames his parents or 
spouse and makes them feel 
guilty. Families can ‘go crazy” 
with members that do this and 
should realize that the blame 
lies squarely on the drinker's 
shoulders. 

The patient is referred to the 
hospital for four weeks during 
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which time family involvement 
is critical, as the alcoholic is 
“breaking through the denial 
and he needs family there.” 
Then there is the follow 
through stage where the patient 
may need to go to a treatment 
center and keep in touch with 


the psychologist every six 
months. 

In his practice, Dr. Heckler 
has found that the young 


alcoholic often has a tremen- 
dous tolerance for drinking, and 
through various emotional side 
issues, such as a low self esteem 
or depression may have led to a 
drinking problem, he tries to 
treat the primary problem of 
alcoholism first. 

He says that the “biggest 
determiner” of drug usage 
among young people is the 
friends they have. If a youngster 
says all his friends are using 
drugs but he's not, Dr. Heckler 
emphasized he would be very 
suspicious 

If parents suspect a youngster 
is drinking or on drugs, they 
should search the child's room 
for clues and take the youngster 
in for evaluation. If the 
youngster is a proven drinker 
who is tearing the family apart, 
parents need to get tough and 
remove the child from the 
family for a period of time.

The rink plans that were 
submitted were without either 
an engineer's stamp, or an 
architect's stamp. 

Among things the planning 
board noted to be in error, one 
way or another: 

There is a proposed AMC 
dealership building on the land 
reserved for the rink. In addition 
to its presence, it reduces the 
amount of land that can be 
utilized for parking, by at least 
13 cars. Planning Board 
members noted that there is no 
service bay for the AMC 
dealership. That is across the 
street, with the Ford facility, 
they decided. 

The rink is being designed for 
) patrons, in a building of 
700 square feet. The 
Wilmington zoning bylaw, for 
this kind of building, calls for a 
parking area that will ac- 
commodate 2400 cars. The total 
parking area now proposed will 
accommodate 1008 cars, in 
cluding 625 regular, 363 small 
cars, and 20 spaces for han 
dicapped drivers 

‘Phe board noted that the 
building is too close, in places, to 
the residential land adjoining. 
The “set back" of the building is 
supposed to be 50 feet from other 
residential areas. In places the 
building is planned to be only 20 
feet 

Twelve percent of the land, 
the board noted, is to be devoted 
to landscaping facilities. No 
nterior’’ landscaping was 
shown at all. There was an 
opinion that there would be 
problems with the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission. 
There was, the board noted, no 
planning for the dumping of 
snow from the parking lot 

No notations were shown on 
the plans for curbstones, nor 
was any area shown for a 
dumpster. The lighting plans 
had not been developed 

Bill Hooper recalled that the 
planning board, last spring, had 
recommended a 50 foot roadway 
to Main Street and traffic lights. 
Now that a much larger building 
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was being planned he felt that 
the recommendation of last 
spring should not be forgotten.

a dreary day in

‘Though it may appear foolish to 
write that war is never easy 
somehow, since the Vietnam 
War — it seems a tougher, far 
more complex issue to decide if 
America should be involved in 
any given military action. 

But if there were ever a war in 
which most Americans might 
agree that the nation had to 
become engaged, it would 
probably be World War II, when 
by all accounts we faced a sure 
and ruthless foe 

Recently, in honor of Veterans 
Day 1984 the Town of 
Stoneham dedicated a new 
monument to the Stoneham 
veterans who served in Vietnam 

— in this most paradoxical and 
divisive of mode flicts. 

Yet for one Stoneham office 
and veteran, Air Corps N 
gator Joseph H. Talbot, there is 
another monument in another 
town in Massachusetts, which 
points up the apparent. blind 
irony — and the paradox — of 
who is to die, who to survive, in 
any war or even any human situ. 
ation. 

Joe Talbot is one of two sur. 
vivors of a 1944 airerash which 
claimed the lives of five other 
crew members. But the B-24 
Liberator bomber “Nine Yanks 
and a Jerk," fell to smoking 
ruin, not from the skies of 
France or Germany, but out of 
the clouds over Uxbridge, Mass 
achusetts

munity have never forgotten the 
event, but memorialize it with a 
special ceremony every year 
at the site where they raised a 
monument to those who died 
“for country and humanity.”’

Many hotels have 
honeymoon packages, and many 
of these romantic excursions can 
be found in ‘handicapped- 
equipped’ rooms."’

To check the 
stuffing, insert the thermometer 
through the body cavity into the 
thickest part of the stuffing and 
leave it for 5 minutes.

Harmful bacteria is more likely 
to grow in the stuffing if it sits in 
the bird after cooking, If you do 
need all the stuffing for first 
servings, you can put the 
remaining stuffing in the oven at 
200 degrees F to keep hot until 
you need it 

Question: How long Is it safe 
to keep cooked turkey leftovers 
at room temperature? 

Answer: Think of the post 
cooking stage as a countdown 
which begins when you take the 
turkey out of the oven, From 
that time you have ap:

and then refrigerate or freeze 
the leftovers the turkey, 
stuffing, and gravy before 
bacteria, that cause food 
poisoning can multiply to un 
desirable levels.

In his panic, inexperience, and 
haste, -he’d fastened his para 
chute on backwards. The rip: 
cord was on the left rather than 
the right side. He found it and 
pulled it. The silk chute billowed 
out above him — and it was then 
that he was struck by the shock 
of sudden, virtual silence. 

After four hours exposure to 
the roar of the powerful B-24s 
four engines — all he heard now 
was the rustle of the wind in his 
parachute. 

He turned his head and saw 
clouds of black smoke, and only 
one other chute. 

Then he noticed that he was 
approaching some high-tension 
wires and thought that if he 
pulled on the lines of the chute 
he could change directions. But 
as he pulled, he said, the chute 
seemed to start to collapse 
above him, so he left off trying to 
change direction and prepared 
to kick off the wires if he hit 
them 

He passed a few feet above 
them — and landed in a pasture 
One other crew member, 18- 
year-old Pfc Robert Kelly, of 
DeKalb, Ilinois, had bailed out 
in time.

bot said, and the co-pilot was

near the plane, their chutes only 
partially opened.
